Hr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

YvTe  present  our  report  upon  matters  affecting  public  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1966. 

Pull  details  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  main  items 
are  summarised  as  follows :- 


Population^ 

The  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by  lOfo  ever  the  last 
20  years. 

Birth  Statistics. 

The  General  birth-rate  for  1966  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1947, 
and  very  much  higher  that  the  National  rate. 


The  General  Death-rate  was  a little  higher  than  the  previous  year, 
and  it  is  a good  deal  higher  than  the  National  rate.  This  is  accounted 
for,  to  a large  extent,  by  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  'the  population 
being  in  the  older  age-groups.  Also  an  unusual  number  of  accidental  deaths 
were  recorded  in  1966. 


There  was  an  increase  in  deaths  due  to  Cancer.  On  the  other  hand 
there  were  no  dearths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis,  and  no  Infant  deaths. 


Inf_e_ctiou p_Dis_e  ayes. 

There  were  very  few  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  jzear. 

A summary  of  vaccinations  and  immunisations  carried  out  in  the 
Combined  Western  Districts  is  given  on  page 

Environmental  Hygiene. 

There  is  no  major  sanitary  problems  in  the  District.  Drainage, 
Housing  and  Refuse  Collection  are  all  staisfactory. 

YJhen  the  new  Power  Station  commences  operation  there  will  be  a 
varying  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution.  This  will  have  to  be  carefully 
watched.

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  on  food  premises  in  the  area  a,nd 
the  standards  of  hygiene  are  found  to  he  generally  satisfactory. 

V/ater  Supplies 

The  Pembrokeshire  Uater  Board  supply  pipes  water  to  all  properties 
within  the  area.  During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  by  the  Board  to 
re-bore  and  re-line  the  existing  cast  iron  mains  which  were  badly  corroded, 
with  the  hope  that  pressures  in  the  town  would  be  increased  thus  giving 
a better  supply.  Generally  the  process  has  proved  satisfactory  but  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  the  discolouration  of  the  supply  and  the 
Boa.rd  are  endeavouring  to  rectify  the  matter.  Bacteriogical  samples  taken 
of  the  supply,  however,  have  proved  satisfactory.  Poor  pressures  are  still 
experienced  at  some  of  the  higher  points  and  the  Board  are  endeavouring  to 
carry  out  v/ork  to  boost  pressure  to  these  areas. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal^ 

The  town  is  served  by  a main  drainage  system  constructed  between  1948 
and  1950.  Six  properties  are  not  served  by  sewers  and  the  effluent  from 
these  properties  is  drained  to  cess-pits  which  give  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Sewage  gravitates  to  settlement  tanks  where  sludge  is  drawn  off  and 

recirculation  before  being  passed  forward 
is  run  off  and  discharged  at  low  water  mark.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  Urban  area  with  a Karrier 
side-loading  vehicle.  The  vehicle  serves  a basic  purpose  at  present  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  wall  consider  a more  modern  and  hygenic 
vehicle  when  renewal  is  considered.  Refuse  is  deposited  on  a tip  in  the 
rural  area  which  is  periodically  treated  for  rodent  and  fly  infestation, 

A kerbside  collection  exists  and  strong  condemnation  should  be  made  to 
the  typw  of  reoeptacle  put  out  by  householders.  This  consists  of  anything 
from  cardboard  boxes  to  baths  and,  besides  making  the  work  of  collection 
more  unpleasant  than  necessary,  also  gives  rise  to  unnecessary  litter 
problems  throughout  the  streets,  end  I consider  the  Council  should  give 
urgent  priority  to  a municipal  bin  scheme  or  some  suitable  action  to 
provide  a better  and  more  hygenic  standard  of  receptacle.

Council  Housing. 

The  Council  Housing  list  has  a total  of  122  Ppplicants  of  which  110 
are  for  genera-1  housing  and  12  for  old  persons  accommodation. 

The  Council  are,  at  present,  building  80  houses  of  which  22f  were 
completed  during  the  year  making  a total  of  312  post  war  houses. 

Design  work  has  been  commenced  on  the  provision  of  20  aged  persons 
flats  with  harden  Service  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  under  construction  in 
the  near  future.  3 houses  were  under  construction  for  private  occupation 
and  the  Council  have  set  aside  8 plots  which  will  be  sold  for  private 
development.
